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‘Tux ecience of Meteorology is one of the 
most fascinating of studies and at the 
same time one of the most unsatisfac- 


tory. It is truo that it is the youngest 
of all the sciences and hence possibly 
tho most presumptuous, Meteorologists 
naturally weary of the unremitting 
collection of facts, a duty that neces. 





350 | savily forms the basis of every science, 


and hasten to publish results and in- 
ferences not seldom falsified by the 
event. The truth is that of all pheno. 
mena, meteorological are tho most 
flesting, and though the innumerable 
delicate instrumeuts devised for the 
purpose enable them to be arrested 
and recorded without difficulty, the 
results obtained do not appear to 
correspond with the work doue. Our 
impatient public demands weather 
prophecies which professioual observers 
are only too ready to venture, and a 
science becomes disoredited to the 
hindrance of that, patient accumulation 
of facts which Alone can render it 
worthy of the uame, Everything thero- 
fore which tends to this end and in. 
creases tho area over which observa- 
tions are made is to heartily welcomed. 
With the whole globe traversed by a 
network of connected observers the 
field would still be all too small, 
The observations must necessarily be 
confined to one stratum of the atmos- 
phere, and in the present state of our 
knowledge it seems as if this were 
hardly euough, and that we are indeed 
in the scieuce of meteorology a long 
way from beivg within “measurable 
distance” of such a scientific basis of 
precise reasoning as Newton's dis- 
covery of gravitation gave to astrono- 
my, or as the Darwinian theory of 
evolution promises to afford to Na 
taral History. It was thought a gen. 
eration back that Captain Piddington’s 
discovery of the Law of Storms was 
one step towards such a basis; but 
subsequent observations have dis. 
credited this law, once the sbeet- 
anchor of mariners in these latitudes, 
and we are thrown back on the dull 
work of accumulating and collocating 
dead facts, in the faith that the wand of

genius with one day transform them into 
4 living connected whole, when meteo- 
rology shall be free to take its rank 
along with the exact sciences which 
were once in a like tentative and 
unsettled condition, 

Iu the meantime it is satisfactory to 
find new efforts being constantly made 
toadd to the store of date, and the 
report of the meeting of our local Cham- 
ber of Commerce which we published 
in our issue of Saturday will show 
how great is the interest taken in the 
subject by the foreign residents of 
Shanghai as represented by the Chamber 
and its enorgetio chairman, Mr. Forbes 
sketched a plan, embracing eight pro- 
positions, which, if carried out, would 
formacontribution to the subject worthy 
of tho energy and intelligence which 
distinguishes residents in this quarter 
of the globe, and the wide area 
over which they are spread. Tho 
means for carrying out these proposi- 
tions, ambitious as they may seem at 
first sight, are at hand, The steam 
fleet centering in this port and ran- 
ning from it north, south, east and 
west, provides an army of willing 
observers, A Central Observatory we 
already possess in tho Jesuit establish. 
ment at Sicawei, and a series of local 
observatories we may hope to possess 
in the numerous lighthouses which now 
stud our coasts. The Great Northern 
Telegraph Company offer their aid in 
the trausmission of weather messages 
free of cost, aud the Chamber of 
Commerce offer their co-operation in 
organising the work and undertaking 
the financial management, Pare De- 
chevrena has alrendy shown of what 
the Sicawei Observatory, is capable, 
and in his interesting letter to the Chair. 
man of the Chamber of Commerce 
pointe out. what they are still prepared 
to do, ‘The work now done at this 
Observatory is uot as generally known 
as it. desorves to be, and it hus yet to 
be shown in how far with their present 
resources the Reverend Fathers are cap- 
able of carrying out all that these new 
propositions demand, in addition to tho 
hensy work that already rests upon 
their shoulders. 

To do thoroughly what is here pro- 
posed demands not only the active co- 
operation and organisation of a vast 
army of observers, but a liberal supply 
of fonds; and the providing of these 
“sinews of war” appears to us to be 
the most immediately important point 
to be taken in hand. Pére Dechevrens 
will need staff of clerks to reduce ta 
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‘a manageable compass and then samma- 
rise the innumerable data that will 
be thrust upou him. The officers of 
short-mauned steamers will require 
some reorganisation of their time, shorn 
from much needed rest. The observers 
at the Lighthouses already over-bur- 
dened with statistical work for the 
service in addition to the daily me- 
chanical routine of their posts will 
expect some assistance if they are to 
carry out this scheme to its full extent, 
and the Chamber itself can hardly 
expect the management of the whole 
work to be added to tho alrendy multi- 
farious duties of their present Secretary. 
The Chamber will doubtless contri- 
bute something from its scanty funds ; 
the Municipal Conueil may be expected 
to give liberal holp, aud tho Chineso 
Government, oither through its foreign 
branches or otherwise, must be asked 
to do its share. A trac knowledge of 
tho laws raling the weathor in these 
latitudes would seem more easily 
obtainable in the steady climate that 
here prevails than in the more varia- 
bie climate of Northern Europe, where 
mach has been effected notwithstand- 
ing; and tho incalculable benefit that 
would be conferred on the natives of 
this country by effivieut storm warnings 
is too obvious to need comment, 
The loss of life among the fishermen 
in our own neighbourhood alone is 
somothing enormous, audagreat portion 
of this loss may even now surely be 
doomed proventible, The number of 
janks wrecked in ench typhoon and 
of which we have no statistics mast 
also bo excessive, judging by the namor- 
ons wrecks discovered after ench blow. 
‘The benefit to humanity, tho benefit to 
soience, aud the comfort and woll-beiug 
of all to be derived from such careful 
investigation as the soheme before us 
proposes is uot ensily over-estimnted. 
Let then those concerned not calculate 
the cost two closely, but set to work 
with a unanimous conviction that fands 
thus spent will redound to tho im 
perishable credit of themselves, their 
country, aud the world ut large.

Mr. E. Stovens, who supersedes th

the present time, the Consulate was at 
Dr. Lord’s residence, about four miles by 
narrow roads from the foreign settlement 
of Ningpo, or a good two hours’ sail by 
boat, Consul Stovens’s first reform is to 
establish the Consulate at the river front 
of the settlement, close to the British 
Consulate, which will no doubt be a great 
advantago to those having Consular busi- 
ness to transact at that port. 

‘The following telegram has been circula- 
ted to the different Consulates here, 
having been received by the Spanish Con- 
sul from the Governor General of the 
Phillipines :—“ Inform moe if sanitary 
measures have been taken at your port 
with reyard to Aden and the south of 
Japan, where cholera has broken out.” 
The same telegram has been forwarded to 
nt de Galle, Singapore, Hongkong and 
A circular detining the quarantine 
tions to be put in force at Manila, 

at if sanitary measures have been 
taken at the port of departure, vessels and 
vargoes arriving at Manila are to bo con- 
sidered a3 free from infection; if no 
measures have been taken, they will be 
put into quarantine for three days ; if they 
should bring passengers and cargo from 
infected ports the quarantine will last 
fifteen days ; and all vessels ought to be 
fumished with a certificate from the 
Spanish Consul, showing the origin of 
passengers and cargo, as without such a 
certificate the quarantine will last fifteen 
days. 

An interesting historical discovery is 
ty have been made at Kiu-lung Kiao 
ine-drasou Bridge] outside the South 
pears that twenty 
years ajo, there was a certain Mouchow 
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man named Shao Shou-shan, who, with 
many others, took to flight on the approach 
of the T’ai-p'ing rebels. When things had 
quicted down a little he returned, bringing 
with him seven coffins, for the purpose of 
burying his dead relations. ‘This accom- 
plished, he departed, requesting his former 
neighbours to look after the graves. ‘The 
people seem to have complied with his 
demand, and for inany years bestowed all 
necessary care upon the mounds, During 
this timo, Shao appeared once upon the 
scene, in order to burn incense, paper- 
money, ete., to the manes of his friends, 
He then departed for the third time, but 
came back again the other day in order, 
as he said, to remove the coffins to his 
present residence in Sze-chugn, It was 
observed however that the coffins were so 
enormously heavy that it was almost 
impossible to lift them ; also that they 
bore other marks, diflicult to reconeile with 
the fact of their containing dead bodies. 
At last the truth came to light. ‘They aro 
said to have been full of treasure, which 
Shao—now a white-haired old man—had 
concealed in this manner in order to 
save it from falling into the hands of the 
soldiery, Why, however, he should have 
kept the secret for so lung, and gonothrough 
the farce of post-mortem sacrifices, is prob- 
ably known only to himself, Wo do not 
vouch for the truth of this story, but there 
is nothing inherently impossible it, many 
such occurrences having been related in 
connection with the great rebellion, 

We have boon requested to publish the 
following :— 

The cave of Thirkell v, Pickwoad being 
closed, Mrs. Pickwoad wishes to state that 
she assented to the view taken by Mr, 
Balfour respecting Mr. Thirkel! and eudorsed 
the lotter permitting Mr. Thirkell to retiro 
from the N. Herald Office, first, because 
she did not to assert ber own opinion ;

to leave the office on the 31st August, Mra, 
Pickwoad, however, was never consulted on 
the point and kuew nothing of the whole 
matter, until the day on which Mr, Thirkell 
hiawself was informed that a new Sub- 
itor was engaged and that he was at 
liberty to retire, in pursuance of his own 
Mrs, Pickwoad will not feel called 
upon to reply to avy future communications 
in the daily journals. 

News was received hero on Wednesday 
of a desperate encounter between pirates 
and a force led by the captain of a Chinese 
gunboat. It appears that some time ago 
a raid was made on a piratical den near 
Wéuchow, where the pirates on being 
hardly pressed, ran their junks ashore aud 
took to the mountains ; and six junks were 
taken and destroyed. On the 18th instant, 
Captain Yip Foo AE, of the Chinese 


gun-vessel Chin Moo, #47R landed with 
a fow of his sailors, collected a few soldiers 
to strengthen his party, and proceeded to 
attack the pirates in their stronghold at 
Tai Keng San ACFP|[L] near Yoke Wan 
Bay. The fight lasted three hours, and 
whilst leading the assault, the gallant 
Captain was shot dead. However, the 
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pirates were ultimately beaten, and thi 
teen prisoners taken. The late Captain 
Yip received his English education in the 
Hongkong Government Central School, 
and his nautical training in the Foochow 
Arsenal, where he passed his examination 
with honours. He was considered one of 
the most efficient Chinese naval officers, 
aud his premature death is a severe loss to 
the service, 

From Wénchow, further particulars aud 
more authentic news came to haud on 
‘Thursday, in regard to the encounter with 
piratee at Tai Ken-san. It was at first 
reported that, after Captain Yip Foo had 
been shot down, his men continued the 
assault and captured thirteen of the pirates ; 
but this now appears to have been an inven- 
tion to hide the shame of their cowardice. 
‘The pirates in ambush fired the first volley, 
and Captain Yip was wounded; his men 
bolted without firing a shot, and left their 
captain to the mercy of the pirates, who 
decapitated him and carried off his head, 
which was afterwards obtained by friends 
on payment of $60 ransom. ‘The prisoners 
reported to have been taken were men 
surrendered by the villagers aud supposed 
to bo pirates ; and they have been decapi 
tated by the authorities in Wenchow.— 
Our Ningpo correspondent, writing on the 
28th, gives this version of the affair :— 
A Chinese ram came in yesterday after- 
noon minus the Captain, Hoe had gone 
with twenty picked men to attack some 
pirates on an island called Dong-ju-san. 
‘Thy fired into the pirates, killing one ; the 
pirates returned the fire, when two men out 
of the twenty fell ; the remaining eighteen 
ran for their cutter leaving the Captain 
standing alone, who was surrounded, shot, 
and beheaded, He was a Canton man and 
highly respected by both foreigners and 
natives. 

Wo published in our Iast issue a short 
account of the stone slab said to have been 
recontly up turned by the dredging opera- 
tions in the river near Pao-ting Fu, giving 
the Chinoso inscription in full. Of this in- 
scription, a correspondent has now at- 
tempted afree translation, to the following 
effect. “At one of the Lung Shé [Dragon 
and Sorpent] periods—i.e., 1880-1, 1803-4, 
and go on every twelve years—a great war 
will break out; they will struggle for 
existonco, for final mastership. Prosperous 
years will be wauting, Over all China will 
reign one Emperor. Money will have 
doublo its value. The next generation 
will hold the border lands ; such as the land 
of the white parrot, (the Indian Archipelago) 
the laud of tho great lion (Ceylon and 
Southeru India), that of the great hare, 
(porhaps Siberia), the lands of the black 
and white tigers, (perhaps Siam and India). 
‘These all with China will revert to the 
Manchu Dynasty. ‘Then two men will 
reign over land and sea. The western 
provinces will bo in a state of devastation, 
and there will be groater distress than 
there was under the Han Dynasty. The 
poor will bo numerous for a long time, but 
wealth and honour will not fail to the 
Emperor.” 

‘A strange story is published in the Shén- 
pio from Soochow. It seems that a certain 
farmer, who lived at Pai-lien Ch’iso, out- 
side the Chang An Gate, had a son, of 




















is described as quite a little monster of 
natural depravity, stealing and lying as 
though by instinct. At last the father came 
to the conclusion that, being what he was, 
the child had better be made a priest. He 
therefore placed him in a neighbouring 
temple; but the priest-in-charge soon dis- 
covered the unmanageable disposition of 
the neophyte, and, tired of his constant 
pilfering and other misdemeanours, turned 
him out of doors. The neighbours did what 
they could to reform the little rebel—who 
was ouly ten years old—but all in vain, 
‘Then the father, saying that it was better to 
have no child at all than such a scapegrace, 
deliberately threw him into the river. A 
fishing-boat picked him up and brought 
him ashore ; but the father, determined to 
rid himself of the incumbrauce, threw hima 
im again, and he was drowned. “Even 
tigers do not devour their offspring,” re- 
marks the Shén-pao; “how much less should 
human beings drown their sons?” 

‘The Hsin-pao says that a serious con- 
flagration occurred recently at a Russian 
brick-tea establishment about fifty Ui from 
Yen-p'ing Fu, near Foochow, where two 
hundred Chinese workmen were employed 
under the superintendence of a foreign 
foreman, On the evening of the 21st of 
the Chinese moon, the foreigner heard a 
great shouting among the work-people. 
Phe fire had then got possession of the 
building, and water was speedily procured, 
amid the protestations of the Chinese that 
the disaster was the work of Heaven, 
During the confusion, a crowd of loafers 
and other bad characters forced their way 
into the place, and began pelting the work- 
men with bricks and stoues, and chasing the 
foreman ; they then broke open the money 
chests and stole several thousand doll 
‘The loss by fire and robbery is estimated 
at between fifty and sixty thousand dollars 
altogether, The foreigner made good his 
escape, and laid & complaint before the 
Che-fu, who despatched a constable to the 
scene of action. This functionary arrested 
two men upon whom suspicion seemed to 
rest ; and there the matter remains for the 
present. 

Building operations are proceeding at 
the first of the academies for Chinese to be 
erected by the Southern Methodist Mission 
(U.S.A.), next to the Rev. Dr. Young J. 
Allen's church, French Concession. A 
site has also been obtained for the school 
in Hongkew, near the Police Station, and 
where five ot six roads converge, so that it 
is the most elizible position that couid 
have been wished. 

‘We notice that nothing further has been 
heard of the burning ship which was 
reported as having been sighted some time 
ago between this port and Hongkong, It 
seems that she was probably a dismasted 
junk, with whick the Agamemnon fell in 
on her downward voyage, and to which 
she set firo after taking off the crew, the 
junk lying in the fairway of the steamers. 
Tho Agamemnon left this port on the 27th 
August, and a ‘large vessel on fire” was 
reported by the Captain of the German 
schooner Ema, as having been seen on 
the night of the 30th August ; but he must 
have been mistaken as to the size of the

There is now being offered for sal 
Shanghai a very ingenious educational 
instrament, known as ‘ Adams's Illustrated 
Panorama of History.’ 1: isamonument of 
laboriousness and skill. A glance is suffi- 
cient for the eye, when once accustomed 
to its intricate appearance, to trace the 
different historical periods of all the coun- 
tries in the world synchronically, each 
nation being represented from its origin to 
its downfil or absorption, An effort, and 
@ very successful one, is hero made to 
represent as in a picture the changes and 
vicissitudes of universal history ; the illus- 
trations are bold aud highly-coloured, and 
the explanatory remarks exactly such as 
are required. The full length of the 
panorama when unfolded is twenty-two 
feet, and, to be made the most of, it should 
be stretched along the side of a room— 
given a wall of that extent, uninterrupted 
by windows. We have only detected one 
inaccuracy iu this marvellous chart. The 
rise of the Chinese Empire is attributed to 
“Fu-hi or Yao,” who are reprosented ag 
one and the same person, and as being * 
probably identical with the patriarch Noah, 
‘Mr. Adams is ovidently not aware that the 
date of Fu-hi is just 500 years earlier than 
that of Yao, aud that the confusion of the 
two Emperors is very much the same as if 
joke of “Bgbert, otherwise called 
William the Conqueror.” With this-ex- * 
ception, we have nothing to accord but 




















‘The adaptability of ‘yourig China’ to 
foreiga ways seoms almost greater than 
that of ‘young Japan,’ to judge from what 
oue hears of the youths who have recently 
arrived from the United States.

“oxpress’ guaranteed to be delivered at 
its destination in an hour or thereabouts, 
will necessarily be at a higher rate than 
tho others, probably.four times the cost of 
the ‘ordinary,’ which will be despatched 
{n the usual course during the day, as 
opportunity offers ; but as the scheme will 
admit of sixteen words to the rupee for 
this class of message, four words to the 
rupee for an ‘ express’ message will not be 
unreasonably high. The ‘deferred’ tele- 
gram of, say thirty-two words for the rupee, 
intended to go by night, will, itis supposed, 
corer a large proportion of the ‘ service” 
telegrams, which at present block the lines 
during the day, but might as usefully be 
sent after office hours, and be delivered 
tho following morning, in time for the 
day's work.” 

‘An Italian Opera Company, we are 
informed, will appear at the Lyceum 
Theatro in Decomber next, tho artistes 
having already left Italy. ‘The Company 
has boon formed under the management of 
Signor Corti, and comprises a number of 
first-class artistes, whose production of the 
bost operas is expected to be superior to 
that of former companies which havo 
visited Shanghai. The China Mail states 
that “Signor Cali intends to bring out 
a larger and better company than he has 
yet introduced to tho Far East, This 
ho desires to accomplish by the subscrip- 
tion system, and his son, who is at presont 
in Hongkong, desires to raiso here a sum of 
of $1,500, which will be sont home by Mr. 
Musso in tho name of the subscribers. 
Should tho scheme fall through, which is 
not likely, the fands will be returned in 
full to tho subscribors. Shanghai has put 
down as much as $2,500, aud seeing the 
growing number of lovers of good music 
that wo really havo in this Colony now, it 
should not bo a task of any g 
to raise the requisite amount. 
Ieve there is only the one company coming. 

The Fohkion winter race meoting is 
fixed to tako placo on the 15th, 16th, 
and 17th December; and training is to 
commence on the 10th instant. 

A homo papor states that a number of 
Russian officers have lately acrived in 
Glasgow, with the object of purchasing 
steamers for developing Russian trade in 
the Pacific, 

Wo acknowledge receipt of the Man 
Kwuoh Kung Pav for ist October. ft 
consists among other things, of an article 
on Political Economy, an essay on masticu- 
tion and the intestines by Dr. Dudgeon, 
an ‘Answer’ to charges brought by 
Roman Catholics against Protestants by 
Rev. W, Muirhead, and some speculations 
on the Origin of Evil by a Chinese writer. 
‘Some Reasons showing why Evil has 
beon permitted’ is, however, scarcely a 
translation of the title fg FE 5, as found 
in the original. ‘Concerning the Devil’ 
would be a truer rendering. ‘The paper is 
Well and clearly printed, and ably con- 
ducted, It deserves a very large cireula- 
tion, for it is calculated to do much good. 

We acknowledge receipt of a pamphlet 
entitled Les Instructions Pamilicres de 
Dr, Tchow Pé-lou, by MI. Camille Imbault- 
Huart, assistant-interpreter at the French 
Legation, Peking. It is a juxtalinear 














translation of the 7 HK 4B FP otherwise 
called the 15 of Chu Yung-shun, and 
calls for a more extended notice than we 
are able to devote to it to-day. 

We havo received a copy of the Child's 
Paper for October. ‘The reading-matter 
which, as usual, is simple and easy, includes 
ashort article on mathematics. ‘This is to 
be commended. ‘The frontispiece represents 
a cat performing the butterfly-trick, and 
‘on the last page an announcement appears 
that all subscribers who increase their 
number of copies aud pay in advance, will 
recsive twelve sheets of Mr, Douthwaite’s 
‘Food for the Soul’ with every copy of the 
paper, and a coloured engraving of the 
flags of all nations. 

‘The Russian gunboat AMorge left on 
Saturday for Nagasaki. 

As to the arrival of the Flying Squadron, 
with the Princes Albert Victor and George 
of Wales, the Yokohama papers, up to the 
20th Sept., had not very definite informa- 
tion. The Japan Herald, of the 15th Sept. 
says :— The Japanoso papers continue to 
publish all sorts of items respecting the 
arrival of the English princes. First they 
were to go to Nagasaki, another time to 
Kobo, before coming here. ‘To-day (15th) 
their arrival is again announced for the 23rd. 
Wo belivve wo aro correct in stating that 
nothing official is known as to the exact 
date of their arrival, At last dates they 
were at Sydney, where they arrived on the 
14th July, and their departure from thatcity 
was dolayed in consequonce of the il 
of the Admiral, tho Earl of Clanwilliam. 
After leaving Sydney tho squadron was to 
go to Now Zealand, and thence to Fiji, en 
voute to Japan. It is therefore extremely 
unlikely that anything definite as to the 
arrival of the ships will transpire before 
they make their appearance here. All 
that is known is that they are expected to 
arrive about the end of this month. ‘Tho 
Japanese are evidently again confounding 
the China Detached Squadron, under Capt. 
East of the Comus, with the Flying Squa- 
dron.” ‘Tho same paper of the 17th ult. 
says :—'Somathing definite has at last 
transpired respecting tho Flying Squadeon, 
and communications wore received yestor- 
day from Admiral Willes, announcing that 
it would not reach this country until 
the 25th October. The accident to tho 
Bacchante, and the illness of the Earl of 
Clanwilliam, have evidently entirely dis- 
arranged the dates of the official pro- 
gramme.” 

The Russian corvette Asia arrived at 
Yokohama on the 18th Sept. from Nagasaki, 
and the French corvette arrived the same 
day from Chefoo, At Yokohama, ou the 
20th Sept., there were, besides the two 
above-named men-of-war, the U. S. Alert 
and Monocacy. At Kobe, according to 
latest advices, the U. S. Aslinelot was still 
stationed there. At Nagasaki, on the 
24th Sept., there were Russian gunboats 
Gornostai ana Sobol, and the Dutch frigate 
Koningen Emma der Nederlanden. ‘Tho 
latier arrived at Nagasaki on the 2ist from 
Kobe, and it is expected that on the 14th 
instant she will proceed to Batavia, calling 
at the principal ports en route. 

‘The Japanese Squadron which had gone 
to Yesso to escort the Mikado on his 
northern tour returned to Yokohama on 











the morning of the 20th ult. Thesquadron 
comprised the Fuso, Kongo, Nisshin and 
Zingei Kan, and they made the voyage 
from Hakodate to Yokohama in two days, 
The Kongo Kan reported having passed 
the ‘English Detached Squadron’ as the 
Japan Herald calls it,—that is the Iron 
Duke, Comus, Curaguo, Encounter, Pegasus, 
Albatross, Flying Fish, Zeyphyr, Mosquito, 
Swift, and Lily,—off Yamada, 250 miles 
from Yokohama, The squadron was 
ander sail, and were apparently waiting 
for Admiral Willes in the Vigilant, who 
had not yet joined them, Nothing was 
known as to their further movements, 

‘The Russian Atlantic cruiser Africa, says 
the United Service Gavette, has been sud- 
denly ordered to proceed from Vladivos- 
tock to San Francisco, whore, it is ex- 
pected, she will be joinod by two moro 
vessels of the Pacific Fleet. Russia now 
has a number of cruisors and clippers at 
various ports between the Pacific and 
Mediterranean, and in tho latter sea the 
cruiser frigates Minin, General Admiral, 
and Duke of Edinburgh, the wooden frigate 
Svetlana, the clippers Razboynik and Djigit, 
and the corvette Askold, besides the clip- 
per Femtchong at Brest, and the Kreutzer 
‘at the Cape of Good Hope, An eye should 
be kept on these in view of the rumoured 
Russo-French alliance. 

A collision occurred in the Soochow Creck 
on Thursday morning, at 3.30, betwoon a 
small steamer aud a Ningpo cargo-bont, the 
accident taking place near the Upper Boat 
House. The eargo-boat, which was laden 
with kerosine oil and general cargo, was 
very seriously damaged. ‘Tho crews of the 
respective vessels wore evidontly all right, 
for they kept up an awful row for hours 
afterwards, the disturbance being heard at 
a considerable distance. 

A dismasted schooner was seen outside 
the Lightship yesterday. 

‘The C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer Meifoo left 
the ha:vour on Thursday afternoon on her 
voyage to London. 

Tho s.s, Yangtsze is undergoing extonsive 
repairs, which will occupy sume time. Sho 
is to have new steel boilers. 

‘The German three-masted schooner Bal- 
thasar is reported to have left Hakodate, 
with a cargo of 275 tons of seaweed for 
Shanghai, on the 13th of August, and is 
therefore a long time overdue. 

HLMLS. Sheldrake left Amoy for Swatow 
and Hongkong, on the 20th Sept. ‘The 
Sheldrake encountered the typhoon of the 
14th and 15th Sept., between Ockseu 
Island and Amoy. 

‘The German barque Walter Siegfried, 
which arrived at Amoy on 8th July, from 
Newehwang, is reported by the Gazette to 
have changed owners, and is now fying 
the British flay. She left Amoy on the 
21st Sept. for Keelung. 

On Friday, about noon, while the tug 
boat Samson was towing the ship Pher- 
mopyla up the harbour, she ran down a 
cargo boat, cutting it in two. ‘The accident 
took place opposite the Police Hulk. Two 
of the crew of the cargo buat were drowned 5 
the others were rescued by buats from the 
Hulk. 

The s.s. Hanyang arrived here on Thurs- 
day. She went ashore in the Yaugtsze, 
uear Wuhu, on the 26th Sept., and after 
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being lightened by discharge of cargo into 
boats brought from Wahu, she got off 
without assistance, and proceeded on her 
voyage. She only caught on a spit, and 
sustained no damage. 

In regard to the mutinous conduct of 
the Chinese crew of the German barque 
Anna Bertha, who madea murderous attack 
‘on tho captain a short timo ago, at Ningpo, 
we now hear that the crew have been 
handed over to the Taotai for punishment. 
Te was ascertained in the preliminary inves- 
tigation held by the German authorities 
that tho captain acted only in self-defence. 

Messrs. Douglas Lapraik & Co.’s str. 
the Hailoong, which was considerably 
damaged in April last by running aground 
a little to the north of Amoy,—so much so 
that it was one time feared she would be- 
come total wreck—hasnow been thorough- 
ly repaired by the Hongkong and Whampoa 
Dock Company, and went on her trial trip 
on the 22nd Sept, She is expected to 
rosume rnnning in the Const trade at an 
early date. 

‘The British barque Rose M. Wells arrived 
on the 12th August at San Francisco from 
Hongkong, having made the passage in 
fifty-four days; the British barque 1ood- 
ville arrived at San Francisco on the 10th 
‘August from Hongkong, fifty-five days 
out; and tho British barque St. Vincent 
arrived on the same day, fifty-seven days 
from Hongkong. The British brig Restless 
arrived at San Francisco from Kobe on 
tho 10th August, having accomplished the 
passage in fifty-one days, 

‘The Miton Bishi Company's steamor 
Hiroshima Maru, Captain Haswell, arrived 
hero on Friday morning, being a day Inter 
than usual. From the Hioyo News we 
Jearn that on the 23rd Sept, the bad 
weather interfered with the discharge and 
loading of cargo, and the departure of the 
mail boat from Kobe was postponed till next 
day. AtNayasaki, there was a violent storm, 
with heavy rainfall on the night of tho 
26th Sept., and considerable damago was 
dono in the harbour. The British barque 
James Wilson dragged her anchors, and 
fouled the Hiroshima Maru, breaking her 
starboard paddle box, aud staving in the 
bulwarks of the barque, ‘Two coal junks 
attached to the mail boat had to be cut 
adrift, and both sank ; several other junks 
were also wrecked and two or three steam 
launches got adrift and were washed up 
‘on the beach. 

It is reported that the case of Pun-kee v. 
Hodgson (Hongkong aud Shanghai Bank), 
says the Foochaw Herald, will be taken 
upon appeal to Hor Majesty's Privy Coun- 
cil. 

Colonel Mosby, says the China Mail, has 
received information from Washington, 
from a friend who had seen Secretary 
Blaine, that the friends of the American 
Consuls in China, who were exposed by 
him and recalled, have brought great 
pressure to bear on the Administration to 
to recall him. Secretary Blaine, however, 
informed Mosby's friend that he “ intended 
to hold on to him.” 

There is to be another cause célébre in 
Hongkong. The Daily Press says :-—* We 
understand an important case is now pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court in which heavy 








damages for slander are claimed. The 
parties interested ocoupy influential posi- 
tions in the Colony.” 

In view of the proposed organisation of 
a meteorological service for the China 
Coast, the following paragraph, which we 
take from the Daily Press, indicates the 
amount of interest taken in such matters, 
aud we may judge that the scheme promul- 
gated by the Shanghai General Chamber 
of Commerce will most with hearty sup- 
port :—A subscription was lately opened in 
the press at Manila for the purchase of new 
instruments for the Observatory there. 
The Comerico publishes a letter from 
Messrs. Remedios and Co., of Hongkong, 
in which that firm say they had applied to 
Mr. N. J. Ede, Secretary of the Union 
Insurance Society of Canton, that being 
the oldest office, for a contribution in sup- 
port of such a landable object, with the 
result that Mr, Ede not only contributed 
himself but communicated with the other 
insurance offices, and a sum of $350 was 
collected and has been forwarded. Tho

‘Truly, if one wants sonsational news about 
the country in which wo live, thore is no 
place like home.

‘The Chinese in Acheen do not appear to 
have a pleasant time of it, judging by the 








following, which we find in the Straits 
Times :—“ On the night between the Let 
and 2nd August, the marauders made an 
attack on the Chinese Settlement at Tung- 
kup, which was however frustrated by the 
watchfulness of tho Chinese and the 
immediate appearance of the military. 
Rumours having become current that a 
great many Chinese have of late returned 
to Penang, because they did not consider 
themselves safe here, inquiries were mado 
on the subject among the Chinese head- 
men, From their report it appeared that 
in June and July last 100 Chinese arrived 
here from Penang. During that period 
600 Chinese left Acheen Proper, 175 of 
them for Telok Semawe to work on the 
fortifications there, and the remainder for 
Penang. The cause why so many Chinoso 
have left Acheen appears not to be owing 
to insecurity, but is almost exclusively in 
consequence of the circumstance of fewer 
covlies and handieraftsmen being employed 
by the engineering department, 

‘The Mainichi Shimbun states that a 
foreign firm has despatched several vessels 
to Yokkaichi where they will load rice for 
Saigon, the crops in Cochin-China having 
failed. 

A Japanese native paper announces that 
the inspection of ships coming from Shang- 
hai for the detection of persons infected 
with cholora was commenced on the 17th 
Sept., with tho Hiroshima Maru, but there 
was no ono so infected on board. 

‘Tho Akebono Shimbun is responsible for 
the following, but responsibilities fall light 
upon Japanese editors, as long as it is not 
their own Government that they write 
about: ~ “Au officor of the Chinese 
Logation, who bas been staying in this 
country since 1879, published after hii 
return to China a book entitled ‘Com- 
monce hostilities with Japan,’ in which ho 
strongly insisted on tho advisability of 
commeueing war with this country. He is 
said to bo an intimate friend of Li Hung- 
chang.” 

The officials appointed by the Japanese 
Government appear to have been very 
onergetic in getting everything prepared 
for the reception of the Princes on the 23rd 
September, as wo find the following in the 
Japan Gazette :—The Hochi Shinbun says 
that the household department will provide 
throe state carriayes for the use of the sons 
of His Royal Highness the Priuce of Wales. 
One will be sent to Yokohama, one to the 
Shinbashi station, and the other to the 
Yenriokwan, on the 23rd Sept.; officials 
of the department inspected them on the 
1th. 

A sweeping reduction of salaries, which 
the Nichi Nichi Shimbun calls ‘a great 
reform’ has been recently made in the 
Mitsu Bishi Company. ‘It is said that 
the omployés’ salaries have been diminished 
in the following proportion :—Wages of 
more than yen 200, two thirds; yen 100, 
one-half; yen 50, one third; yen 30, ono 
fourth. Those receiving less than yen 30 
‘as heretofore. By these means yen 20,000 
can be saved annually.” ‘the reductions 
are so extensive than we can scarcely 
believe they refer to foreign employés of 
the Company.

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‘THE CHINA MERCHANTS’ STEAM NAVIGATION 
COMPANY. 
The Annual Report of the China 
Morcbants’ Steam Navigation Company 
for last year presents results which its 
official patrous and the shareholders 
mast consider satisfactory. Notwith- 
standing the loss of two steamers and 
the consequent diminution of the 
earnings of the Company the managers 
have a larger amount from freights 
on band than at the same time last 
yoar, They have also been able to 
Tepay 383,000 taels of Government 
advances in the course of the twelve 
months; at all events that sam bas 
been written off the liabilities, and will 
no doubt come out of the large sum of 
“Freights,” which appears among the 
assets of the Company, when the 
accounts for rice transport have been 
adjusted. Tho final payment to the 
Agents of the Shanghai Steam Naviga. 
tion Company has also been made, so 
that all the property acquired from 
that concern is now completely free 
of liability. Aud the reduction of the 
large amount of indebteduess to In- 
surance Companies aud others—an item 
of liability which is most ingeniously 
mado to chango its title year by yoar— 
“has boon commenced by the repayment 
of 50,000 taels, These redactions iu 
tho liability of the Company are all 
very excellent, and the necessity for 
making them has been pressed upon 
the managers in these colamns upon 
several provious occasions; for it is 
only by continuing to redace the 
advauces mado by the Government and 
others, that the Company will secure 
that amount of public credit, which, 
on @ national undertaking, it should 
have. Farther wo aro glad to see that 
a larger amount than in the previous 
your bas’ been written off for deprecin- 
tion of the steamers and the general 
‘yolliug-stock of the Company. It 
would, of course, require a very 
careful examination of the various 
‘vessels, comprised in the fleet steamers, 
‘for any ono to be able to say 
whether the reduction in their value 
leaves them in the position which the 
managers claimn—“at the very lowest 
figure at which they may be pat 
down.” It is probable euongh, that 
if it became necessary to sell them 
they would not realise the amount at 
which they are now valued. Those 
who should be experts, sny that a larger 
sum should have beon written off for 
dopreciation; but that view must be 
little better than conjectural. And so 
long as the Company continues to make 
provision for depreciation on the ample 
Boale of this year, the pablic will not 
‘be too oritical of the various items 
which make up its balauce-sheet. The 
managers seem to take som credit for 
having coutimed to valne the landed 
Property at the first cost, although the 
‘valuehadrisen considerably ; bat though 
this is a matter on which they might 








congratulate the shareholders, every 
one of them must know that it would 
be impossible to increase the book 
value of the wharves, godowns, and 
similar estate. In addition to the 
repayments we have alluded to, tho 
usual dividend of ten per cent. has 
been declared, and interest, at about 
the former rate of five per cent., paid 
to the liberal-minded people who lnvo 
for years furnished it with fands ; and 
the present year is commenced with a 
balance of unappropriated profits of 
Tis, 90,000. The tosses of the steamers 
Hockung and Hankwang amouuting to 
‘Tis. 220,000 have been borne by the 
Insurance fand, which neverthless is 
closed with a balance at credit of ‘Ils. 
44,000. Notwithstanding these wrecks 
the year bas been a very prosperous 
one to the Company, and its mauagers 
have every right to congratulate the 
shareholders. Had it not been for 
the misfortunate of losing these two 
stentuers, their earnings during the 
busy season would have considerably 
increased the balance of profit and loss, 
The decrense of freight by these ship- 
wrecks las no doubt gone far to 
counterbalance the extra yains of the 
company, from the trausport of troops 
and war material daring the year. In 
the report for 1880, tho managers were 
rather jubilaut over the prospects of 
the Company in the Californian direct 
trade. The result is, however, now 
stated not to have been very profitable, 
and nothing is said now about resuming 
the line which has been interrupted 
for some time. We believe the maua- 
gers will find it best to restrict their 
operations entirely to the const and river 
trade of Ch The field is large and 
sufiicient to satisfy the ambition of auy 
ordiuary steamboat‘proprietors in other 
parts of the world. It might be ex- 
tended beyond the limits now available 
to steam-ships, by the opening to naviga- 
tion of tho river in Kuangtung, and 
if the Directors cau effect this, we 
believe they will greatly bouefit their 
own Company, as well as tho southern 
provine 

‘The item in the position of the Com. 
pany on which we should most heartily 
congratulate all who are connected 
with it, is the large increase in the 
Capital allotted during tho past year. 
We believe this is duo to the confidence 
which commercial Chinese have lately 
shown in tho undertaking. That 
cautious class held aloof as long as tho 
official element had the control of the 
Company’s affairs, but now that the 
‘Taotais and other officials have been 
bowed ont, or ousted from its manage- 
ment, they have become shareholders. 
Woe are glad to seo this, And though 
the limit of Capital as fixed some time 
siuce has now been reached, it is surely 
worth the consideration of the managers 
and present shareholders whether it 
would not be for the best interests of the 
Company to increase the Capital and pay 
off some of the Government and other 
advances, An undertaking which has 
a uational charactor cannot be placed 























ou too broad a basis, Another reason 
why we congratulate the Company on 
the inerease of sbarcholders is, that it 
proves the Chinese are now beginning 
to see the advantages of association in 
commercial undertakings, and to trast 
each other in the conduct of them. In 
the diary of Lin Ta-jén, that old-world 
fogy gave many reasons against the 
introduction of joint-stock enterprises 
into China, all of which were very 
uncomplimentary to his countrymen 
and their honesty. The China Mor. 
chants’ Company are doing much to 
remove this reproach, and the proof is 
to be found in the increase in their 
shareholders and the avidity with 
which other joint-stock concerns with 
which it is connected have been sub- 
scribed to by commercin! and wealthy 
Chinese. 





BRITISH POLICY RESPECTING BRIGANDAGE, 


‘Tue official Notification of Earl Gran- 
villo that in foture the Government 
cannot undertake to advance ransom- 
money for the release of such British 
subjects as may be onptared by brigands 
while residing or travelling on business 
or for pleasure in somi-civilised coun. 
tries, calls for a few words of comment, 
On primd facie grounds, the measure is 
eminently reasonable. It is not to bo 
denied that there are nombers of 
tourists who, from ignorance, or ine 
advertonce, or bravado, are wont to 
venture into districts known to be in 
an unsettled and disturbed condition, 
It may be said with much show of 
trath that a Government which is 
unable to protect its own subjects and 
keep its own couutry in order can 
scarcely be expected to protect foreign 
travellors, who come and go at their 
own will, over whose personal liberty 
the authorities have no control, and 
who are warned that there are certain 
beaten tracks outside of which it is not 
safe to wander, No one, it may bo 
urged, is compelled to go outside the 
circle of security. ‘There are cortain 
mountains in Italy, Turkey, Spain, 
Greece, and other countries in the 
south of Europe, which are known to 
be infested with bauds of robbers. 
and are always avoided accordingly, 
There existe, to this day, a celebrated 
robber-chief who holds. certain 
mountain-pass, which forms a highway 
between two important Spavish towns, 
in his actual possession, and whose 
power is so absoluto that whenever the 
Bishop of the diocese has occasion to 
travel from one city to the other, bis 
lordship applies to the brigand bimsolf 
for an escort, sending him, at the same 
time, a handsome present of money, 
Tho respective Governments of tho 
countries we have named are openly 
and avowedly unable to cope with the 
crying scourge.” Their very troops aro 
ineapablo of putting down the robbers, 
Under these circumstances, it may well 
bo asked, is the British Government 
morally or legally constrained to 
advance large sums of money ia order 
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to ransom those who rush into districts 
whose dangeronsness is publicly known, 
of theic own wilfalness or caprice ? 
But there is another side to the 
question. A certain proportion of the 
men and women who have been taken 
prisoners were nover guilty of avy 
foolbardinesa whatever. It is not so 
very long ago that a gentleman and his 
wife, living near Salonica in Turkey, 
were aronsed from their beds daring 
the night by the alarm of robbers. 
The house was found to bo already 
surrounded, anda desperate fight ensued, 
the upshot of which was that Mr, and 
Mrs, Suter, their child, and four 
servants, were then and there taken 
captive and marched off to the robbers? 
Jair upon a mountain-top. The subse- 
quent events of this affair are of course 
too well known to need recapitulation. 
‘Tho unfortunate family were at length 
set free; but on what terms? Five 
thousand pounds of ransom, and a fall 
pardon for the miscreants aud their 
accomplices ; a result which was ouly 
achieved by the Consul-General, sup- 
ported by tho British Ambassador, 
with the greatest trouble and exertion. 
And it is in such cases as this that the 
measnro of the Government will be 
most keenly felt, It refuses all pecuni- 
ary advances, if the persons taker: 
captive are residing or travelling in 
the country for their own business or 
plensure ; that is, unloss they are in 
Government employ. Mr. Sater was 
not venturing into any forbidden by- 
ways when his misfortune came upon 
him, Ho was asleep in bed, in his 
own house, with a guard of soldiors 
stationed opposite, and in the neig’ 
bourhood of the mining-works of which 
ho was the manager. Had these works 
beon Government property, Mr. Suter’s 
position would have been differont ; 
but being tho property of a private 
individual, he would, in the event of 
the recurrence of such an outrage, be 
ont off from Government assistance, 
let his conduct be as innocont, 
his business as legitimate, aud his pre- 
cautions as wisely taken as in tie 
power of man, Then, take an instance 
on the other side of the question. 
Wo refer now to the assassination 
of Mr. Margary in Yiiunau. This 
affair nearly brought ou a war 
between England and China, and 
was only settled by tho framing of a 
new Couvention—which is not yet 
ratified—and the exaction of a large 
indemnity. It is well that this distine- 
tion should be marked. Prince Kang 
had stated distinctly that he could uot 
bo responsible for Margary’s safety if 
the Minister insisted on sending him. 
‘The Minister did insist, aud Margary 
was killed. The result was the nar- 
rowest escape of war that we have ever 
had. A man, engaged in lawfal busi- 
ness pursuits, in a country with which 
we have a Treaty of friendship and 
commerce, is suddenly attacked during 
the night, and taken prisouer by a baud 
of robbers. The resnlt, for the fature, 
ab any rate, will be—nothing. ‘This is 




















surely an unjustice. If we enter into 
treaty-relations with savages, and the 
savages break their contract, we chastise 
them. The same principle sbould surely 
be put in force in our dealings with the 
semi-civilised peoples of Mexico, Tur- 
key, and Greece. The Governments 
of these countries promise to afford 
protection to the subjects of the 
Queen. They fail in the perform- 
auce of the engagement. It seems 
to us clear, that, in the interests of 
humanity and civilisation, if such 
Governments are anable to keep their 
own subjects in good order, we should 
‘assist’ them to do so, in the in- 
terests of our own, Hitherto, our own 
authorities have uever suffered any 
pecuuiary loss from such affairs. 
“Should these amounts,” says the 
Pall Mall Gazette, speaking of the 
ransoms of Colovel Synge and Mr. and 
Mrs. Sutor, “not be repaid by the 
‘Turkish Government or by the relatives 
of the sufferers, they will be the only 
instances in which the cost of liberating 
captives from brigauds has fallen on 
the British Government.” A foreigner, 
travelling or residing peaceably in a 
Treaty nation under the authority of a 
proper passport, has a right to expect 
protection, mediately from his own 
Government, immedintoly from that of 
the country in which he is; and we con- 
ceive that, in common fairness, the 
Government which is so weak as to be 
unable to hinder its own subjecta from 
committing outrages on any fo 
subjects who may be peacefully resid 
ing under the protection of its Inws, 
should be at least compelled to pay the 
damage. 


























CHINESE CRIMINAL PROCEDURE, 
‘Tue Peking Gazette of the 2nd Septem- 
bor, a translation of which appeared 
in another cofamn, affords anothor 
lerrible proof of the iuhumanity prac. 
tised in Chinese criminal procedure. We 
are acquainted with the special pleas 
resorted to by apologists for Chinese 
institutions. We read of “a fow 
isolated instances of unusual barbarity 
which have come to the notice of 
foreigners ;” we are assured that under 
the preseut dynasty the use of torture 
is “comparatively rare;” and that 
“except in very flagrant cases, ankle- 
benting aud finger-squeezing, to say 
nothing of kuecling on chains aud 
hanging up by the ears, bolong rather 
to the past than to the present.” 
‘Theso extenuating representations are 
farther supported by quotations from 
the Penal Code, and such works as the 
Advice to Government Oficials, as well 
as the considerate instractions issued 
to magistrates by the grent Emperor 
Kang Hsi. Like many other things 
iu the polity of the Chinese Empire, 
these all look vastly fie on paper. No 
one can spin out a more edifying 
string of platitudes than your Chinese 
moralist. No ouphemism for the word 
‘magistrate’ could be wore endearing 
than that of father-and-mother of the 














people. In uo country is the perni- 
cious system of * paternal’ government 
decorated with fairer aphorisms than in 
China. But, just as the ballads of a peo- 
ple may form a surer indication of their 
characteristics aud exercise a stronger 
influence upon them, than their laws, 80 
are the proverbs of a people a very 
much safer guide to the trae condition 
of their affairs than all the homilies 
and all the blandishments of the raling 
classes. ‘I'he effect produced when the 
Chinese theories of gentle government 
are put side by side with the proverbial 
philosophy of the rank aud file, is 
painfully grotesque. “The rale of 
mandarins is like a farnace.” “The 
magistrate will uot consider your 
poverty, uor the devil your leanness.” 
‘The yamen-doors are open wide, to 
those with money on their side.” 
“Deccive but don’t insult « mandarin.” 
“ An honest magistrate cannot get on.” 
“Tu life beware of yamens; in death 
beware of hell.” 

The Memorial to which we have 
referred above is sufficient to show 
how mach reason the Chinese have to 
dread their own protectors, A repre. 
sentation is first made to the Emperor 
with rogard to the disgusting dens in 
which witnesses, and prisoners whose 
guilt. is still unproved, aro covfined at 
the Office of Gendarmerie, The Chinese 
ave not generally remnrkable for appre- 
ciation of fresh air, or even for what 
we consider comfort. Yet the men 
who were detained in a certain room 
known as No, 5, a place that swarmed 
sith vermin and was poisonous with 
horrible stench, despaired, on entering, 
cf being able to endure their sufferings 
for asinglo day. In the hearing of » 
case, the accused is made to kneel on 
chains witha hempen rope twisted round 
his head, aud in this horrible position 
to remain for six or seven hours, 
“throughout which time,” says the 
Consor, “ the questioners appear utterly 
iudiffereut to the pain the prisoner 
undergoes.” Then follows a caso in 
point, A youth named San Té-chting 
is made the victim of an atrocious 
plot. ‘Two misereauts, one of whom 
is n cashiored ennucb, forge an acknow- 
Jedgment in the name of this unfor- 
tunate boy—who is not yet twenty— 
of a debt dae to them of Ts. 10,000, 
aud then indict him at the Office of 
Gendarmerie, ‘The case drags its 
weary length along for eight months, 
during which the victim bas suffered 
what even the Memorialist calls “severe 
torture” uo less thau thirty times, not 
reckoning the terrible ying-ko chia and 
being made to kneel on chains. Per- 
haps our readers are not aware of 
the nature of this ying-ko chia. The 
phrase means literally the “parrot. 
rack,” and the effect of the instrument 
upon the tortured person is gradually 
to crush the knee-caps. The applica- 
tion of this diabolical contrivance, be it 
observed, is uot included iu the “severe 
torture” visited upon Sau Té-ch‘ing, but 
is practisediuadditiontoit. Therecitalis 
then summed up briefly in a few words. 
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“Ho has fainted frequently under his 
sufferings, and his life is now despaired 
of.” The murderer of Garfield and 
the woman who poisoned children at 
Brighton with coufectionery some years 
ago would scarcely be thought de- 
serving of so moustrous a retribution as 
that visited in China, only a few months 
since, upon a perfectly innocent boy. 
And where has been the irregularity ? 
Not in torturing a person before his 
gailt is proved, aud taking eight 
months to kill him inch by inch, The 
irregularity simply consists in the 
examiners having used excessive tor- 
turo “during tho hot weather,” and 
having permitted the heaving of the 
case to extend over more than forty 
days. 

It is difficult to criticise such a 
judgment as this. No allusion is made 
to the atrocity of torturing, however 
slightly, a person whose guilt is not 
proved. No condemuation is passed 
upon the principle of even Excessive 
torture in itself, A Government which 
could contemplate the mutilation of 
innocent children, as in the case of the 
family of Yacuob Beg, is not likely to 
shudder at the slow murder of « guilt- 
Joss youth. There is something vastly 
naive in the Censor’s request that the 
Office of Gendarmerie be forbidden to 
use forms of torture wurecognised by 
law. Ifa magistrate in England were 
to order the thrashing of ome poor 
half-starved wretch, on an anproved 
charge of picking pockets, with n 
Russian kuout, it is probable that 
the British Censorate, the Press, would 
call for some sterner retribution than a 
more prohibition to repeat the offence, 
The Chinese are not yet sufficiently 
advanced to realise the full truculence 
of much of their penal legislation, 
aud it would be idle to expect that 
in this regard a nation should be born 
in a day. It is not sv very long ago 
that the Holy Inquisition ‘held high 
revels in the West, that the bloody 
tribunal of ‘Butcher Jeffreys’ was the 
scourge of England, aud that tortures 
of tho most refined aud dreadfal ature, 
ended only by a denth of fire, were 
visited upon helpless, doting women, 
But let us bear no more about the 
justice tempered with meroy of Chinese 
jurisprudence. The recollection of our 
own shortcomings in past days may 
help to moderate our indignation at 
what goes on to-day in China, but 
nothing should bliud us to the fact 
that in spite of all that apologists may 
advance to the contrary, the dark places 
of the earth are still full of the babita- 
tions of cruelty. 











‘THE FRENCH-MAIL PAPERS. 

Our London namesake has just committed 
a most remarkable faz pas, in consequence 
of which it has got into a rather unpleasant 
scrape with Mr. Gladstone. It has actually 
been accusing the Prime Minister of com- 
ing tipsy into the House of Commons, and 
deporting himself like a Jolly Dog. The 
paragraph in the Daily News is to the 
following effect. “There was a speech 
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made by the Prime Minister last night 
which will not appear in the parliamentary 
reports. The right hon. gentleman went 
out to dinner shortly before nine and 
returned at twenty-five minutes past ten. 
As the Premier entered, and set down with 
a weary air between Mr. Forster and the 
Irish Attorney-General, he exclaimed, in a 
voice loud enough to be heard over the 
House, ‘Here we are still, are we?" This, 
if we remember correctly, is very nearly 
the refrain of a popular song of some fifteen 
years ago, called the Jolly Dogs. Mr. 
Gladstone's appearance in the character of 
a jolly dog is a novelty, although, when he 
met with a deeply-regretted accident, which 
laid him up for a few days last winter, on 
returning from a dinner-party at Marl- 
borough House, a prejudiced Conservative 
county member remarked that, had the 
mishap occurred to any one else, the sequel 
would have been, not an expression of 
national condolence, but a fine of forty 
shillings.” Of course the imputation 
conveyed in this extraordinary paragraph 
is, as the IVorld points out, unmistakeable. 
‘His appearance,” continues the para- 
graphist of the Daily News, “excited 
much sympathy and some concern among 
his friends.” The calumny is all the more 
strange that it appeared in the Ministerial 
organ ; which was, however, compelled to 
retract the slander on the following day. 
“We are requested to correct the state- 
ment that Mr, Gladstone’s health has suf- 
fered from the parliamentary fatigue of the 
last few days. We are glad to learn that 
Mr. Gladstono is in the enjoyment of his 
usual health.” To accuse a Premier of 
drunkenness in the House one day, and then 
to talk abont “parliamentary fatigue” the 
next, does not seem a very dignified pro- 
ceeding on the part of an organ whose 
namo has long been a synonym for respec- 
tability. The Revue des Deux Mondes—or 
a writer therein—has been so struck with 
the excellences of Mr. Hamilton Aidé’s 
novel Poet and Peer, that we are favoured 
with a French translation of it. Ina few 
lines of introduction, the writer gives what, 
to an English reader, cannot but be an 
amusing sketch of the prevailing types of 
English character, and their respective 
delineators. We are told that

subjects, England certainly has serupulous- 
ly observed treaty conditions. The French, 
American, and German authorities have 
alsy strictly kept faith, and the subjects 
of the four Powers named have been 
excluded from what is now a thriving 
trade in the possession of one or two people. 
During the last five or six years a zreat 
relaxation has been made in favour of 0) 
sinall treaty power, and with the perm 
of the Chinese authorities, a large aud 
growing trade is allowed to be carried on, 
the prineiyal or principals of which are, by 
escaping all barrier or lelin duties, enabled 
to receive goods in Peking on terms that 






































will enable the Chinese traders to be much 
undersold by “red haired” people. 

‘Whether the relaxation has been abused, 
I do uot discuss. It certainly creates 
much surprise and heart burning, that one 
or two foreigners, and only they, should be 
able to carry ou between Tientsin and 
Peking a large and profitable trade from 
which all subjects of other and less favoured 
treaty powers are sternly debarred. ‘There 
is a strong and, I may say, angry feeling 
about the matter, and it is urged that the 
“passes” under’ which the steady and 
considerable trade is conducted, should be 
granted to all, aud that there should be no 
privilege granted, or exception made. 

‘The Chinese traders are much displeased, 
but cannot make their complaints heard. 
Between the market of Tientsin and the 
shops of Peking there are many barriers, 
whose aggregate tolls are considerable, 
Opium pays heavily ; cottons, woollens, 
metals, pigments, ete., ete., also; and on 
kerosene oil, the use of which is, in spite of 
taxation, increasing, the levies are unrea- 
sonably “onerous. "Therefore Chinese as 
well as the excluded foreign traders, are 
much displeased to see that by passes one 
or two persous engage (whether as princi- 
pals or as agent I know not) in a trade 
which must be very profitable, when lekin 
and barrier taxes are avoided, 

For instance, if a British or French, or 
America, or German. storekeeper had’ to 
send to a foreign resideut in Peking even 
six cases of kerosine, for domestic use 
aud not for re-sule, it would be hard to 
obtain a pass. But the favoured people 
referred to have been known to take 
up at one time 400 cases, and much 
other merchandize, such as lead, iron, 
cotton, woollen, ‘cloth, and blankets, 
So far the trade’ by passes has been open, 
and there is no valid reason to say that 
opium smuggling has formed part of it, 
Chinese allegations on this head prompted. 
by jealousy may be disregarded, because 
both the foreign Customs service and the 
native authorities have means of verifying 
or dispelling suspicions. It had best be 
taken for granted that opium, openly oF 
secretly, is not one of the articles of tho 
trade under “passes.” Some trouble has 
however occurred, that justifies the ho 
of sume official action to compel equality 
of treatment. Chinese traders and foreign 
traders are not fairly treated if taxes 
are imposed in one case, and exclusion 
enforced in the other, while the subjects of 
one little power are freed from taxes and 
prohibitions. 

Asstuning thatthe exceptional trade refer- 
red to is legitimate, that isto say in the goods 
declared on the pass and in no others, nor in 
large quantities than represented, and that 
the trattic is not of the disreputable transi 
pass kind occasionally practised in certain 
ports, it is desirable that some action should 
be taken by both Chinese and foreign au- 

ies. It is but right that all foreigners

‘This place shares with Tientsin the dignity 
of being the capital of the province and 
the official residence of the great Viceroy 
Li Hung-chang, from whose yamén some 
events of general interest are occasionally 
published. It is also the head of navigation, 
being on one of the five important rivers 
which ceutre at Tientsin and situated 120 
aiiles from the latter place, which lies a little 
N. of due E. Itis also the most important 
shopping place on the great high road 
| from Peking to central and southern Shan- 
| siaud the provinces to the S.W. In fact 
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the traffic of most of Shan-si, of Shiu-si, 
Kan-suh and Ssii-ch’'uan to and from the 
national capital comes and goes throuzh this 
city, ‘These three facts, oficial residence, 
navigation and land travel, with perhaps 
the additional fact that it is the centre of 
of a large farming district, givo it is 
and perhaps its ouly importance in the eyes 
of the foreign population in China.

It may interest you to know that the 
grasshoppers or locusts are on the war path 
in this province again.

‘The people of this city have been in a 
| state of excitement and alarm for several 
months. First, the comet aroused their 
fears of some direful calamity. Then the 
presence of some strange marine animals 
in the river opposite the city, confirmed 
their fears, A shark was brought up on 
the “bore,” and left in shallow water 
where it died. A shoal of porpoises, say 
fifteen or twenty, came up and performed 
theic peculiar pranks to the great dread of 
the populace, ‘The people say, in explana- 
tion of thes phenomena, that the Sea 
Drayon is angry and has sent these 
creatures out to scourge the country. 
‘There isa report that some of the mandarin 
went to tho river and requested the sea 
monsters to return home. The Ohineso 
called the porpoise the Sea Pig; thoy 
Iso call it the Worshipping Priest from 
its resemblance to a priest at his devotions. 
_ The city is also excited over a proclama- 
tionissued by a mandarin, recently returned 
from Peking. Ho predicts a great epidemic 
in the cighth month, and exhorts the 
people to buy a certain kind of medicine, 
and scatter it in their wells and water- 
kongs, arsuring them that it will prevent 
} the epidemic. 

An anonymous placard has also made its 
appearance, posted about on the walls. It 
purports to emanate from the ‘ General-in- 
chief of all the people,’ who is appointed 
by heaven to extend the true doctrine,” 
and he takes this means of annou his 
intention to kill the Governor of the pro-

and stealing, A year or two ago, however, 
they found in the person of Huang Chin-

} anoted swashbuckler, who 
turned against the authorities for having 
beheaded his father, who was an amnes 
pirate. This was a year or two ago, since 
which time he has been robbing on sea and 
a a large band of desperadoes. 
exploits attracted all who were 
‘l separately in brigandage, and 
receutly he became so formidable as to 
cause the Tai-chou authorities to apply to 
Ni and Wén-chou for aid. The 
gunboat Chax-u, Cap sain Yeh, was des- 
Patched from the latter port to capture

the pirate chief. On the 18th instant, the 
gunboat anchored at a point uear to the 
place where Huang had committed his 
Jatest depredations, and her Commander 
landed with fifty men, admirably armed 
and well disciplined, to a haunt of the 
enemies, who, on seeing him, began to 
parley. Not heeding them Captain Yeh 
raised his rifle to fire; but one of the pirates 
fired first, and inflicted a fatal wound on 
the Captain, whereupon all his men _pre- 
cipitately fled, leaving their dying Com- 
mander to his fate. Subsequently, some 
villagers recovered the body and’ trunl 
of the unfortunate man when the gun- 
boat returned to Wén-chou, ‘This disaster 
settled the fate of sixteon prisoners who 
had been previously captured. ‘They were 
sent to Wén-chou, whero they were 
decapitated, their heads being sent back 
to be suspended in Tai-chou. On the 
day following the execution, the crew 
of the Chau-wu were marched into the city 
to witness a sacrifice to be made to the 
manes of their late Commander, whom they 
had basely deserted. The ceremony took 
place on a public thorouyhfare ; the victim 
was a villager who had acted as a guide 
to the attacking party, and who. bein; 

in sympathy with the pirates, was charge 

with occasioning the death of the Cap- 
tain by misleading him, in some way or 
other.” The miserable creature was lashed 
to a chair, his chest laid open and his heart 
cut out while he was pleading for mercy. 
The heart was placed on a tray and laid on 
a table spread with the usual offerings, 
before which mandarins and priests bowed 
in prayer. The military and their band 
were then marched back to their gunboat, 
and the crowd dispersed. After cutting 
out the heart of the victim, the executioner 
decapitated the corpse. Captain Yoh was 
highly esteemed by foreigners as well as 
by superiors. Ho was educated at the

Our correspondent at this port sends us 
the following additional particulars of the 
recent piracy case :—It appears that Captain 
Yip Foo was ordered by the Chin-tai of 
Wenchow to proceed to Lai-ken, for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether any pirates 
were in that neighbourhood. ‘The Chin-tai 
also despatched wight war junks containing 
one hundred and eighty Wonchow soldiers 
under command of a mandarin, in company 
with the Chinese gunboat Cha Woo. On 
arriving at Kemong Harbour the gunboat 
anchored, Captain Yip Foo took twenty 
men from the gunboat, put them with him- 
elf on board a junk, and then all the 
junks stood inshore, and all the men were 
Tandea. They then marched about three 
Enylisi: miles to the residence of a Lai-ken 
mandarin and there held a conferenco. 
Captain Yip Foo was informed by the Lai 
ken mandarin, that there were pirates among 
the mountains or in the forest or jungle ; 
that the place was almost inaccessible and 
impenetrable, and that there were no roads ; 
therefore he advised Captain Yip Foo not to 
proceed, and declined himself to go. ‘The 
Captain’ stayed at this residence that 
night, the 17th Sept., and gave orders 
for an advance in the morning, The 
Wenchow soldiers ascended to the top 
of the mountain, but refused to descend 
into the valley beyond. Captain Yip Foo 
decided to advance with his twenty men, 
and did so for about seven English miles. 
All of a sudden the pirates opened firo 
from the forest, and Captain Yip Foo fell, 
pierced with a bullet through the body. 
‘The twenty men seeing their chief fail, 
and being unable to see the enemy, and 
having no support, decided to retreat ; they 
did so carrying with them their chief still 
alive, to the residence of tho Lai-ken 
mandarin, where he expired.

Amongst 
those envmerated, aro the names of Yeh 
(BE) Taotai, Sheng (PX) Taotai, Weng 
C0) the Salt Commissioner, and Cn’ RH 
an expectant Taotai; together with jive 
other officials whose ‘names we have been 
unable to ascertain. It appears that the 
accusations against these oflicers have been 
niade by the literati_and gentry of this 
dort, to the Imperial Censor who memorial 
ised the throne to that effect. We do not 
known whether the “launch” question 
has anything to do with the enquiries to be 
instituted, although, om dit, such is the 
fact. 

The remunerative homeward rates of 
freight, which have been secured during 
tho past three months by the owners of the 
“conference steamers,” but which every 
one will admit have not beov for their 
bonofit exclusively, have at length had to 
give way to outside opposition, and a fall 
of 20s. per ton throughout the home-load- 
ing ports of China has to be chronicled. 
Why there should be fighting between the 
rogilar linesand the German owned steamer 
‘Hesperia wo do not quite understand, for 
the latter belongs to what is an established 
line between Europe and the East, and 
it appears to us to be to the interest of 
both parties to work together on some 
amicable basis, But when the China Mer- 
chants’ steamer Meifoo took the berth for 
London in Shanghai, it was perhaps not 
surprising that the represontatives of the 
conference” should dle-.de on strenuous 
opposition, Any unbiased critic must 
admit the right of the native company to 
compete in the principal export trade from 
their own country, but as at present that 
trade is almost entirely in the hands of 
Europeans, and as even the owners of the 
Chinese steamers will hardly dare to com- 
pare their fleet with the class of o 
steamers provided by regular English lines, 
it may be safely left to the decision of 
shippers whether their patronage shall be 
transferred from the old red ensign to the 
triangular dragon flag. It has been sug- 
gested that the Meifuo is the pioneer of a 
movement which has much more ambitious 
objects in view than the mere carrying of 
other people's cargo. 

‘We regret to record the total destruction 
by fire of Messrs. Piatkoff, Molchanoff & 
Co.'s Brick Tea Manufactory at Hsi Ching 
(a fe: commonly known in Foochow as 
Sai Kun) in the Kien Ning district, about 
22 miles from the Prefecture of Kienning, 
at nine o'clock on the night of the 14th 
Sept., and tho loss is estimated at over 
fifty thousand dollars, When the fire broke 
out, the manager of the factory requested 
the Chinese who were employed by the 
firm, to render assistance towards checking 
the progress of the flames, but this they 
distinctly refused to do, merely removing 
their own effects and leaving the edifice and 
surrounding buildings to the mercy of the 
fiery element. Aid, however, was not long 
in coming in the person of the manager 
of Messrs. Tokmakoff, Sheveloff & Co.’s 
factory with a number of his employés, 
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who were stationed at that firm’s Brick 
‘Tea factory a little way from the place 
which wason fire. This aid, notwithstand- 
ing its timely arrival, was debarred from 
being of any use, through the Chinese 
mob, which had congregated around the 





» | scene of the conflagration, driving the men 


away from preventing their doing any good, 
shouting at the samo time, ‘Let the for- 
eign devils and their property all burn.” 
The flames had by this time gained completo 
mastery over the building, which has now 
become a total loss. Rexarding the orivin 
of the fire, it is strongly suspected that the 
same was the work of an incendiary, as the 
flames originated in a portion of the build- 
ing where access was denied, and where no 
one had any business to.go. The sum of 
seven thousand dollara in hard eash was 
stolen during the fire, and is not included 
in the estimate loss referred to above. 

We learn that during the time the brick 
tea factory of Messrs. Piatkoff, Molchanoff 
and Co, was on fire, the mob plundered 
the premises of Messrs. P. A. Ponomareif 
and Co., which were in close proximity to 
the former.

Tt was 
first reported at the Central Station that 
three men were buried in the debris and 
immediately coolies were employed to dig 
them out, but fortunately the report as to 
the men being buried proved unfounded, 

Rather an amusing scone occurred out- 
side the Police Court on the 22nd. A Mrs, 
DMcBreen, whose name has been before our 
readers on previous occasions, came up to 
the court accompanied by a ‘Chinawoman 
known as Ham Sui Mui (Salt Water Girl), 
With them was a child, a boy of about 
seven years of age, and’ the two women 
were disputing between themselves as to 
which of them the boy belonged to. Here 
was a case somewhat similar to that which 

brought before Solomon, and if the 
women had followed out theic original 
intention of bringing their dispute before 
the sitting Magistrate, Mr, Wodehouse, it 
seems likely that he’ would have needed 
the wisdom of a second Solomon to deal 
with it, He would, however, have had 
the assistance of a ‘very old ‘established 
precedent to act upon. Fortunately this 
delicate point did not come before him to 
decide, for after discussing the matter for 
a short time outside the court, the women 
loft, having apparently come to some under- 
standing upon the question.—Daily Press, 



























SINGAPORE. 


Alligators are plentiful in the streams 
about the island, but we seldom hear of 
their attacking human beings here, An 
instance occurred on Tuesday however, and 
that in tho salt water off Buddoh, where a 
Chinese tisherman, hauling in his nets, had 
his arin bitten off below the elbow, and was 
badly lacerated by the reptile’s claws. He 
was taken to hospital, where amputation 
was performed, and it is hoped he will 
recover. 

‘The most gratifying item of intelligence 
received here for a long time, and which 
will gladden the hearts of all interested in 
planting enterprise in the Native States, is 
the aumouncement made public yesterday, 
that the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
has consented to allow our Governor to 
permit the introduction of Indian coolie 
labour into the Native States, if His Ex- 
cellency can obtain the consent of the Indian 
Government to the scheme. This conseut 
was obtained long ago, by Sir William 
Robinson, and nothing’ but the strict 
adherence to red-tapism, and the indecision 
and irresponsibility that characterized Sir 
William’s rule, prevented its acceptance 
then. But the matter was referred to Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, then Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, who, with his love 
for intermeddling in the petty affairs of the 
Colonies where the slightest bit of patron- 
age was concerned, had uo conception of 
the matter thus put before him, and per- 
sistently declined to bother his head about 
it,—cloaking his refusal under the guise of 

aliey. The fiat having gone forth, the 
Rotoiial Office, with a view probably to 
preserving its reputation for infallibility— 
au assumption which Prime Ministers and 
the Foreign Office take especial care to 
disclaim on their part of their predecessors 
—it was adhered to with a pertinacity that, 
if it had no other merit, had at least that of 
consistency. Rather than take the matter 
up itself, the Colonial Office has, after re- 
peated urging, relegated the question to its 
original bearings, and loft Sir Frederick 
‘Weld to settle it with the Indian Govern- 
ment as best he can. Doubtless the 
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consent of that Government will have to be 
obtained afresh now, so long a time having 
elapsed since the offer which Sir William 
Robinson hesitated to accept; and the 
‘development of the resources of the Native 
States will be retarded for a still longer 
time,—a delay that need never have 
occurred at all, —Straits Times, 








‘MANILA. 


‘Tho German schooner Robert J. Clayton 
arrival at Manila on the 2lst Sept., en 
route from Lima and Callao to Hongkong. 
She has 125 Chineso on bonrd and_has put 
into Manila for water and provisions and 
for repairs. 

‘A destructive fire occurred at Manila on 
the night of the 15th September, a number 
of houses on the Escolta being reduced to 
ashes, several of them being lately erected 
and very handsome ones. ‘The insurance 
offices lose $110,000, of which $55,000 falls 
on the Royal. 

‘The Manila Comerico, referring to tho 
recent lottery case, says— By this judy- 
ment the tickets aro returned to those to 
whom they belong and it is decided that 
the prohibition does not run against our 
tickets, the sale of which is as lewal as any 
other business whatsoever. This is what 
might be expected from the enlightened 
Government of the neighouring colony.” 
Our contemporary has clearly misunder- 
stood the judgment, and as to the 
“enlightonment” of tho Government, 
evidence of it must be sought elsewhere 
than in its action towards gambling.— 
Hongkong Daily Press. 

















NAGASAKI. 


‘The reconstruction of the Russian gun- 
boat Gornostai is progressing rapidly to- 
wards completion below the water-line; wo 
that she will be launched from’ the 
ip shortly, and the remainder of the 
work carried on afloat. 

According to recent accounts from the 

ort of Kuchinotsn, that place is in a most 

lourishing condition : at least so far as the 

number of vessels in harbour are concerned. 
At the present date we believe there is a 
fleet of no less than nine foreign ships there, 
‘comprising five sailing vessels and four 
steamers. The supply of coal, however, 
our informant adds, is uot by any means 
equal to this extraordinary demand, and 
considerable delay is anticipated by the 
majority of them. 

‘As a proof of the ineficiency of the 
Japanese shooting regulations to protect 
game out of season, it is reported that 
young pheasants have been hawked round 
the settlement for sale during the past 
week. The birds, it appears, are snared, 
not shot, and we believe there is no law to 

revent this being done at any time, and 
FF anyone: The few birds, however, that 
are likely to be caught in advance of the 
Season are not of such vital importance as 
the same number taken during breeding 
time; still it is to be hoped that residents 
will abstain, on principle, from encouraging 
the native game-dealers by refusing to pur- 
chase them before the proper time—the 
15th of October.—Rising Sun. 























HI0GO. 


It does not are much in favour of the 
impartiality of the Japanese Government 
that a distinction should be made as between 
natives and foreigners in the matter of 
shooting licenses. As the regulations stand 
at present the cunning, grasping foreign 
interloper pays ten yen for permission to 
exercise himself and his dogs occasionally, 
while the ingenuons native pot-hunter 
escapes with one yen. The indizenous 
sportsman is also allowed a start of one 
month, because his license commenced on 
16th Sept., while the foreigner is debar- 
red from a similar privilege until the 13th 
of October, 





Information has reached us from Tokio 
that the Gorernment has acquiesced in the 
| twanimous wish of both the native and 

foreign dealers in kerosene, and postponed 
the coming into operation of the lately pro- 
mulgated regulations for controlling the 
sale and storage of that oil. We nuderstand 
that in lien of the regulations being in force 
on and after the first of next January, as 
orizinally intended, they will not now take 
effect until at least one year from that date. 
In this deviation from its primary pro- 
gramme the Government, as all will admit, 
has acted with moderation and wisdom. All 
the kerosene in stock and on the water will 
have ample time to arrive and pass into 
consumption before the commencement of 
1883, and thus all cause of complaint by 
importers or holders will be avoided. 

As the Flying Squadron is not now ex- 
pected to arrived in Yokohama before the 
end of October, the secretary of the 
Y.R.GC. wrote requesting that the interport 
matches be postponed. ‘The original in- 
tention was, of course, to hold the revatta 
during the’ visit of the Royal Princes ; 
many of the events hare been specially 
provided for men-of-war's boats, and the 
00d people of Yokohama subscribed to the 
funds with that idea. ‘The request of the 
northern club is therefore only reasonable, 
and we are glad to hear it has been acceded 
to. At the same time the postponement 
is extremely inconvenient to the local 
crew ; the period of training will ne 
sarily be considerably extended, and 
always doubtfal if good water for rowing 
can be had in Yokohama harbour ao late in 
the season. In all probability the K.R. 
and A.C. regatta will now precede that of 
Yokohama.—Hiogo News.

Wishing to be revenged upon 
heug Ch'ang-yi for having laid the 
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information, she falsely deposed that she 
had received the stolen goods in question 
from him, and orders were issued for his 
apprehension. Hearing that a warrant 
was out against him and foreseeing trouble, 
Sheng Ch’ang-yi waited till nightfall and 
sign hang himself on a fir tree outside his 
own door. For her false deposition wher- 
by a man was driven to commit’ suicide, 
Sheng Chang shih is sentenced to 100 
blows and banishment 3,000 li, with the 
right however, being a woman, of escaping 
the penalty by a money payment. ‘The 
captain and sergeant, for their hasty acti 
in the matter, would be sentenced to 
100 blows each, but as they have alrendy 
deen cashiered, their offence need not be 
further considered. —Rescript: Let the 
Board take note.

His 
doctors tell him that his ailment is due to 
frequent and excessive loss of blood from 
wounds received when on active servico 
against the Taipings. Although he would 
fain petition His Majesty for a longer 
poriod of leave, yet when he reflects upon 
tho dificult and important uature of the 
duties with which he is now invested, and 
then looks on the halting and enfeebled 
frame with which he is to undertake them, 
he feels he cannot do otherwise than 
beseech His Majesty to allow him to 
vacate his post. His life, he imagines, is 
scarcely of more value than that of a doz 
or a horse, and at his death he will not be 
missed. ‘His only regret is that the 
miserable state of his health will not give 
him the opportunity of repaying in the 
smallest degree the many favours he has 
received of the Imperial hands. Should 
























































he evor recover, he will repair to the 
Palace gates, and with his head in the dust 
leg for re-employment.—Rescript: Let

outlying districts. Fortunately no public 
offices have been damaged, but consider- 
able suffering has been undergone by. the 
destitute it Rescript : Let’ the 
condition sufferors from fire or water 
ho at once investiyated and assistance 
rendered them, that they may not be with 
ont a home. 

(3) Tu Jui-lien, Governor of Yiinnan, 
reports that tho weather thronghont his 
jurisdiction has been, generally speaking, 
favourable this year.

5.—Father Dechevrens, Director of the 
Si-ka-wei Observatory, to be requested by 
the Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
to undertake the preparation of the weather 
reports and forecast. 

6,—Arrangements to be made for the 
immediate publication of storm warnings 
by the Shanghai Harbour-Master, and for 
hoisting storm drums at the Pootung aud 
Woosung signal stations. 

7.—The instruments required for ob- 
servations to be supplied at their own cost 
by the steamer owners and the Custom: 

8.—The Chinese authorities and the local 
underwriters to be asked to contribute the 
necessary funds for the telephone line to 
Si-ka-wei, and for the other current ex- 
penises. 

‘9,—The Telegraph Companies to be asked 
to transmit weather messages free of charge. 

10,—The Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce to be charged with the financial 
and business management of the under- 
taking. 

Mr, Bon said that the G. N. Telegeaph 
Company already received daily weather 
reports from Amoy and Hongkong, which 
were communicated to the daily papers and 
the Custom House. No charge was made 
for these reports, and the Company wou 
be ready to further the scheme proposed 
by the Chamber as far as lay in their power. 
‘The telegraphic adu ivo- 
stock had also siznitied their willingness to 
co-operate, The messages, if charged for, 
would cost some $55 a day, but he thought 
the Company would transmit them without 
charge, if the work did not exceed what 
they were already doing themselves. 

Mr. Hint expressed an opinion that the 
Chinese authorities would have a great 
interest in supporting the scheme, and that 
he would use his endeavours to obtain theit 
favorable consideration for it. He was 
however not ygt in a position to speak 
ofticially on the Jubject.

DRAMATIC ENTERTAINMENT BY THE 
SHANGHAI CATHOLIC CIRCLE. 


On Monday evening, the members of the 
Shanghai Catholic Circle yave an amateur 
dramatic entertainment, “in honour of 
the Reverend Father H’ Basuiau, S.J., on 
the occasion of his Feast.” The little 
theatre off the Rue du Consulat was 
crowded long before uine o'clock, the hour 
at which the performance was to commence, 
so much so that a large number of people 
had to remain standing during the whole 
evening, a sitnation which was not very 
comfortable as far as those who could not 
obtain seats were concerned, and which also 
interfered with those who had come early 
enongh to secure seats in the back part of 
the building, as the standing groups in 
the passages must have obstructed their 
view of the stage ;_ but thi 
avoidable inconvenience which everyone 
put up with, with the best grace possible, 
‘The audience comprised a large number of 
ladies, and the Reverend Fathers were 
fully represented. The excellent band of 
St. Cecilia’s Society played an overture 
in’ first-class style, aud the audience 
were assured that, if the dramatic per- 
formance might have its shortoomings, 
the musical portion of the entertain 
ment was at least perfection, and was 
of itself well worth hearing. ‘The play 
presented was entitled ‘The Expiation,’ 
a drama in three acts, translated from the 
Freuch by James Kehoe, The scene was 
laid in Mont-brann, in France, and the 
period was the twelfth century. ‘The first 
act opened by a scene in a village inn, 
where two knights Loredan (Antonio José 
Diniz) and Gerard (L. A. Lubeck) met as 
strangers; one had been with the Crusaders 
in the Holy Land, the other was going 
there ; and after vowing eternal friendship, 
Gerard discovered that Loredan was his long. 
lost brother, and called for a bottle of the 
best wine, an order which the innkeeper 
(Adolfo J. Diniz) paid no attention to. 
Loredan, who had returned from the Holy 
Land, is the hero of the drama, aud his 
mission at Mont-braun was to expial 
a crime which he had committed in his 
younger days. He had ‘a tale to unfold” 
to his brother, and as the old inn-keeper 
had not gone to fetch the wine yet, they 
retired. Count Flavy (Mr. E. B, Gutterres) 
who was lord of a castle at Mont-brunn, 
and his attendant Rinaldi (Mr, J. Pereira) 
next appeared, and the villainy of the inn- 
keeper was displayed when he showed 
himself to be a spy, and told the Count 
what little he had picked up from, the con- 
versation of ‘ye bold knights.’ Count 
Flavy is burdened with a troubled con- 
ne had obtained his domains by

foul play, and he had his tale to unfold 
tuo. A gipsy had once read the fortunes 


of three young men,—ono was to be 
a Count (that was Flavy); another was 
to be killed; and a strange unintel- 
ligible prophecy was made about 
third. ‘This corresponded with Loredan 
history, which he afterwards disclosed. A 
Count had been killed by Loredan ; Flavy 
killed the Countess, exiled Loredan, and 
mprisoned Robert of Lusigny, the son of 
the Count. The shade of the Countess 
crossed the stage with a heavy tread, 
scribbled a line or two, and the knight 
read from it that Robert of Lusigny was 
still alive, in a dungeon of the castle, The 
younger ‘knight deciphered the warning 
that they were surrounded by assas 
This tragic plot made matters very interest 
wg and the determination of the knight to 
expiate his crime at Flavy’s expense kept 
up the excitement, to see how matters 
would turn out. There was a good deal of 
grotesqueness in the characters; excusable 
peculiarities of accent, seeing that the actors 
were not speaking their own language ; and 
afree and easy manner about the tragedy, 80 
that, althougi one could not help laughing 
at times, the whole affair was proceeding 
tolerably well, Count Flavy was much 
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exercised about the suspicions ,appear- 
ance of the knights; a guilty conscience 
gave him but little rest; the zhost of the 
Countess haunted him, and the thought 
of keeping the child in a dungeon, a secret 
his chief goaler did not know of, was a 
great burden for him. The knights came 
back to the inn, aud the innkeeper obeyed 
the Count’s order by locking up the room ;

FIRST VOYAGE OF A clit 
TO ENGL 

‘The project of establishing trading com- 
panies, ot joint stock principles, in foreign 
countries, for the purpose of carrying on 
direct export and import trade witi China, 
has Jong been entertained by many Chinese 
who have been engayed in trade at the 
Treaty Ports, and the scheme has been 
looked upon with favour by high oficials. 
‘The idea was, we believe, first taken into 
serious contemplation about five years 
and has been often discussed. in 
newspapers sinee that 
time. There has hitherto been a reluctance 

















on the part of Chinese merchants to venture 
on such undertakines, but this has now 
been dispelled by the success which has 
attended the China Merchants’ Steam Navi 
gation Company, and the Kaiping Mining 
Company, under the able direction of Mr. 
‘Tong King-sing and themanagersunder him; 
and the satisfactory working and increasing 
prosperity of these companies have 
Iated and encouraged many of those who 
hesitated to give their support to the project 
of establishing joint stock companies for 
operations abroad as well as at home. An 
association or trading company has now 
Deen formed, and their head-quarters are 
to be established in London, The C.M.S.N. 
Co.'s steamer Meifoo, which sails to-day 
for London, vii Foochow and Hongkong, 
with a cargo of tea, takes as passengers 
Messrs. Lun Shi-ting and Liang nm, 
and staff, these gentlemen being appointed 
the managers of the uew company. Mr. 
Lun Shi-ting, was for many years the 
avent of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company at Hankow; he is 
‘a gentleman of good connection, and his 
relations with foreigners in business at 
that port gave him extensive knowledge and 
experience. Mr. Liang was for some time 
comnected with a foreign house in Hong- 
ke and his father is known as one of most 
highly respected merchants iu that Colo- 
ny. ‘The management of the new com- 
pany has therefore been placed in good 
hands, and when we state that business is 
to be commenced with a capital of £150,000, 
that it will enjoy the patronage of a 
wealthy and progressive official, and that 
it counts among its shareholders somo of 
the best merchants and capitalists in China, 
the first important element of success, a 
good financial basis, is secured. The Meifoo 
takes on this trip abont 3,000 tons of tea, 
and while the principal business of the 
‘company will be in tea and silk, the opera- 
tions will in due course be extended to 
other branches of trade. A regular line of 
of Chinese steamers to London is in con- 
templation to carry on the business of the 
company, and there is every reason to 
believe that Chinese firms will in course of 
time secure a firm position in London and 
other foreign market: 
‘The voyage of the Meifoo to London is 
of itself an interesting and important event. 
She is not the first steamer that has carried 
the Drayon flax to Enylish waters, as the 
C.MLS.N, Co.'s Hae-shin took to New- 
castle-on-Tyne the Chinese crews which 
are now on their way out with the two 
uew cruisers for the Chinese Government ; 
but the mission of the Meifvo is entirely 
commereial, and she will be the first Chinese 
trading steamer to deliver a cargo of 
tea at London Docks. When the Hochung 
first entered the Golden Gate, the San 
Francisco newspapers and anti-Chinese 
ators got up a great scare, for which 
there was no foundation at all. The Meifoo 
has also visited San Francisco, and now 
proceeds to London under command of 
Captain Petersen, who was in command of 
the Hochung on her first voyage to 
California. “He therefore have the 
honour of being the first to sail the Chinese 
flag into both the ports of San Francisco 
nd London ; and his present appointment 
shows that the result of the Hochung-Lap- 
icing collision case has uot diminished the 
Company's faith in his skill as a navigator. 
‘The Meifoo has an interesting history, and 
it will not be out of place to give a few 
particulars in regard to her on this occa- 
ion :—She was formerly the iron barque 
which was wrecked on the 
Shantu montory and was towed 
down t» Shanghai in July 1879 by the 
purchasers of the wreck, Messrs. S. C. 
Farnham & Co. She went into Tung-ka- 
doo dock, and was converted into a screw 
steamer, being cnt through amidships 
and 57 feet G inches added to her 
length. Her dimensions are are 295 feet 
length over all; 33 feet beam; 
depth of upper deck 7 feet 6 inches, ’twreen 










































































































decks, 7 feet 3 inches; hold 12 fect 
6 inches; total depth 26 feet 3 inche: 
Her tonnage is 1284 net, and 1,745 gross ; 
and her engines are of 150 horse power 
nominal. The steamer was purchased by 
the C.MLS.N. Co., and her name Meifoo, 
(© Wealth and Beanty”) was selected for 
her by HE. Li Hung-chang. She made 
her trial trip on the 13th October 1880, 
and on the 19th of that month left Shang. 
hai on her first voyage to Hongkong aud 
Canton ; after making other two trips to 
the same ports, she left Shanghai on 29th 
December, for San Francisco, vid Canton 
and Honolulu, and arrived on 19th 
February of this year. She has also made 
a second trip from Hongkong to San Fran- 
co direct. She is, "as we have already 
stated, commanded by Captain Petersen ; 
and her officers and crew are as follows 
3 European oficers ; 4 European engineer 
4 Manila quartermasters ; and 18 Chinese 
sailors and firemen. 























THE MISSING STEAMER ‘ asH.” 


News has been received here which gives 
some hope for the safety of the passengers 
and erew of the British steamer Ash, if not 
for the safety of the vessel herself. Sho 
left Nagasaki at daylight on the morning of 
Sunday the 23rd ult., with a cargo of coals 
for Shanghai, and wien she did not appear 
here in the middle of last week, it was 
feared that she had been disabled in the 
recent typhoons between this and southern 
coasts of Japan, No tidings of the missing 
vessel came by the last Japanese mail 
steamer; but only news of a violent storm 
on the 26th ult., and it was then supposed 
that the Ask must have been in it, and put 
into some place disabled, or had been lost, 
The ss. Waverley, Captain Stout, which 
arrived hore on Saturday, from Nagasaki, 
reported thatshehadseen bluelights burning 
on the island of Kuro, and this vives rise 
to the hope that the sk may have put 
in behind that island for shelter and got 
on shore. Captain Stout informs us that 
on Thursday, the 20th ult., at half-past 
eight o'clock p.m., he observed blue lights 
burning on te island of Kuro, three miles 
from Kasayama-saki, and about. forty-five 
miles W. by N. from Nagasaki Light, At 
nine o'clock three blue lights were burned 
in vertical position ; at half-past nine the 
samo signal was given ; and at ton o'clock 
one light was burned for about three- 
quarters of a minute whon the island was 
abeam of the Waverley. ‘The steamor 
passed with the island about two miles off 
on the starboard sido, and they could see 
the shore distinctly where tho lights were 
burned, Captain Stout j his 
resolution to proceed, by saying that there 
were a large ntmber of fshermen's boatsand 
junks out from. the island, some of them 
further off from it than the steamer, as the 
sea was calm and the weather beautiful ; 
the island is inhabited by hospitable 
fishermen, and if there were any 
wrecked people there, they would have no 
difficulty. in_ getting junks to take them to 
Nagasaki, Tho action of the Captain of the 
Warerley in paying no heed to the signals 
is to be regretted, and may be considered 
an unfortunate mistake. When the news 
reached Shanghai, U.S. Consul-General 
Denny, xt the request of a relative of one 
of the passengers on the Ask, sent the 
following telegram to the Mitsu Bishi 
Company at Nagasaki:—‘' Any tidings 
steamer Ash, Captain of Waverley repor's 
blue lights, Kaisima, ‘Thursday night.” 
Mr. Denny yesterday received the follow- 
ing reply from Mr. Jamieson, agent of the 
Mitsu Bishi Company :—* Heard nothing. 
‘Trying to get gunboat proceed Kaisimsa.” 

‘The Ash is a steamer of 919 tons com- 
manded by Captain Lucock, and we believe 
there were, including the crew, about 
twenty-six foreigners on board, Mr. C. 
MeDenald was with her as Pilot; and

6.—Magistrates are to put down the 
Aisturbances, which an innovation like tho 
telegraph may possibly cause ; damage to 
wires, or to poles by tieing up cattle or 
mooring boats is to be stopped, and tho 
offenders punished. 

‘7.—Tickets are to be issued to the patrol. 
soldiers by the telegraph office daily, to 
be handed on from post to post to the next 
office, and returned in rotation within a 
certain time, Soldiers exceeding the limits 
given them, to be fined the amount of their 
allowance. 











SHIPMENT OF AMERICAN COTTONS VIA THE 
SUEZ CANAL AND PANAMA ROUTES. 


The following report by Consul-General 
Denny, of Shanghai, dated March 18, 1881, 
appears in “Commercial Relations of the 
United States ; No. 8, June 1881.” 

Heretofore some of our cotton goods 
arriving by way of London and Suez came 
in a damaged condition, which is alleged to 
be due to defective packing. ‘There is, 
however, good reason to doubt this, and to 
attribute the damage to rough handling 
and improper stowaxe of the bales, 

On the 22d of October Inst the first in 
voice of cottons arrived in Shanghai from 
New York via Panama, San Francisco, and 
Yokohama. Since that time more of these 
goods have arrived by this route than via 
Suez, and in perfect condition, the bales 
looking comparatively clean, while most of 
those shipped by the other route looked ag 
though they had been stowed in the coal 
bunkers, black and dirty in appearance.

being developed there will come a time, 
and at no distant day, when our capital, 
like that of England,’ for example, will 
seek investment elsewhere. Then will be 
fully realized the importance of a zealous 
watchfulness over the growing commercial 
interests we have in this quarter. Conyress 
could greatly stimulate it now by granting 
a liberal subsidy to a line of steainers direct 
from San Francisco to Shanyhai by the way 
of Yokohama, Japan, carrying all freights 
from New York, via Panaina, destined for 
the East, and carrying the United States 
mail as well. Such'a policy woi 
give us increased commercial a 
China, but increased postal facilities also, 
thereby avviding the frequent delays at 
Yokohama of from 4 to 6 days, as is now 
the’ case whenever the mail arrives by an 
Occideutal aud Oriental steamer.
